When I finished my last letter 
I stated that wa were within seven 
■ U n from an enormous line of 
reddy cliffs, which encircled, be­ 
yond all doubt, the plateau of 
which Professor Challenger'spoke. 
Their height, as we approached 
them, seemed to me in some places 
to be greater than he had stated— 
running up In parts to at least 
a thousand feet—and they were 
curiously striated, in a manner 
which is, I believe, characteristic 
9t basaltic upheavals. 
Something 
of the sort is to be seen in Salis­ 
bury Crags at Edinburgh. 
The 
summit showed every sign of a 
r luxuriant vegetation, with bushes 
near the edge, and farther back 
many high treee. 
There was no 
indication of any life that we 
oould see. 
That night we pitched our camp 
Immediately 
under 
the 
cliff—a 
most wild and desolate spot. 
The 
crags above us were not merely 
perpendicular, but curved outwards 
at the top, to that ascent was out 
of the question.

With their aid I aw positive 
I could climb that detached pin­ 
nacle to the summit; but so long 
as the main cliff overhangs, it is 
vain to attempt ascending that 
I was hurried upon my last visit 
by the approach of the rainy sea­ 
son and by the exhaustion of my 
supplies.
